DEATH OF GENERAL BIR GEORGE BROWN, GOB. 
Окяквлг Він GgonGx Brows, G.9. *., expired еа Sunday morn- 
ing at h's residevos, Liok wood, near Elgin, ho house in which he 
was born He bad ettsined his seventy-sixth year. During nearly 
he lect sixty years, almost to the time of bis death, the late general 
corved iu tho army, seeing much glorious active service, aud dis- 
charging many important commands, the last being that of tbe 
foroes ia Ireland, to which hewssspp a tnted five yearsago. The pre- 
sent geaciation will best remembdor Sir George Brown аз the cou- 
mander of the light division during the Crimean war; and for the 
b'iliian: pere-verence «ith whioh be swept over the obs'scles pre- 
pared by the Raszians on the slopes beyend the Alma, and fought 
bis way t^ the beights In that action bis horse fell pierced wita 
eleven bullets, Бос he himself was not уоп. два. At Inkerman he 
agsin rendered important service, and was wounded. When he 
vas 8 la to re ura to duty he lei the troops at the unsucoessfal 
st толик of the Hedan on June 18, 1855; and afterwards com- 
mended the expeditionary (огое in the Sea of Аг. Не 
vss at this time sixty-five years old. This was the last active 
service in which he was engaged. But in earlier years ne 
had been present at the attack on Ocpenhsgen, and fought 
tbrougł tbe whole of the grest Peninsular War. At 
Talsvera he was wourded; he was one of the forlorn 
bope at tho siorm of Badaj z; at Визвсо he fought haud 
to hand with one of Мага цяе staff officers, whom he 
disabled after a desperate etrugg!o with his sword. He also bore 
part іа tue battles of the Вгізде of Almeida, Sabugal, Fuentes 
d'Oror, Ben Sebastian, Nivelle. Nive, the heights of Oastrillas, 
Bslamenoa, Bubjena de Morillo, Vitroria, Pyrenees, Toulouse, aud 
«Ost of tho gr at struggles of thas fierce contest. Іа 1814 he ac- 
companied Wajor- General Ross onjbis expedition to America, where 
ùo tuok pert in he baula of Bledensbarg and the capture of Wash- 
ington. Returning to Eugiand, ho was employed in an admini:tra- 
five position at the Horse Gaards until the expedition £o the Crimes 
iu 1854, which gave him acuve service once more.

Montagu Bout, Mr. Allfree, Mr Hurlock, and Mr. Young, the 
rusgiatra‘es sitting at the county bench, Hove. on a charge сі 
haviug caused the desth ot Mr. Thomas Boys, of Lansdowne-piaoe, 
by accidevtally substituting tincture of aconite for tincture of hen- 
base in a bottle sent to bim to be refilled. 

Tbe proceedings excited very great interest, in consequence of 
the coroner's jury having returned а verdict in which Mr. Noakes 
was not incriminated, aud of his apprehension having been brought 
abort by means extraneous to the family of the deceased. y., | 

The accused was represented by Mr. Merrifield, instructed by Mr. 
Ewen Eversbed, solicitor. m e 

Mrs. Boys, widow of deceased, said: My husband elghty- 
ene years of age — Abcut в month ago, in consequ та + in- 
firmity, Dr. Dill prescribed for him thirty drops оі benbare, to. be 
*aken occasionally, On Sunday (yesterday werk) he went to bed at 
eleven o'olook, alter reading, as was his custom. He а ke was

eld it up to the light, and counted out thirty drops, which, Бе put 
into а rummer. Не told me to fill vp the glass дч сашріщг 
Мер.

About ten minutes afterwards he ssid te thought a 6, went the 
"rong wey and that it felt hot. A quar'er of sn hour, later be 
jumped up in bed and grid his barda snd legs ‘elt benymbed, ард 
пе Бсред that Noakes bad sent ‘he right stuff, I said, “I had 
better send for someone.” Бе said, "No, ГИ have no one dis- 
turbed at thie Ише of the morning." He sat vp im bed and locked 
в: the bottle again. Holding ў! ор to ibe light, he said, “It’s all 
risht.” Half an hcur or sn hoor afterwards he said he felt very 
sick; and І got up ard called my servant, and desired her to get 
коше warm water. І gave him a tambler cf it and it produced 
violent retcbing. All tbe inmates of tbe bouse then got up, ard I 
sgain wanted to rend for a surgeon; bat he said in very decisive 
oves, ** No, let some ore go in the morrirg, but not before siz.” 
He desired that Wr. Noskes might be informed tht he had been 
very ill all »igbt, and that tbe bottle should be g€ nt to him, а sma!) 
quantity being first poured out to ba retained. He then lay down 
apparently to sleep. In about five minutes I went to the side of 
the bed and put my arm round his neck, and asked, “ Are you 
asleep?” Не did not reply ; he never spoke again. At а quarter to 
five 1 know he was cerd. 

In reply to the bench, witues said that on the Friday, or a day 
cr two before, ske tock tbe botila in question with another to Mr. 
Noskes's shop, put them on tbe counter, snd desired that they might 
be filled aud sent bome in the evening. She did rot remember who 
wes in the рор. She wasin the habit of taking or sending the 
bottles to be r«-filled А night or two before Sunday deceased put 
the bottle marked “ Henbsre" into the medicire chest. One boitle 
was marked “ Henbane," the other “ Liniment ” 

Mr Kilby Peers, assistant to Mr. Noakes, deposed that on 
Wednesday, the 16 h instant, Mrs Boys brought to the shop the 
botile marked “В, liniment, with віх dracbms cf cajeput oil,” and 
another, labelled “ ‘tincture of henbsne" Не knew ove bottle, but 
could not sweer to the other She desired ibat they might be filled 
and sent home that night. He placed the bottles on the counter to 
be filled. 

Edward Thorley Noakes, son of the accused and an sasiatant in 
hie business, stated that on the eve of that day he, by big father’ 
directions, took two bottles to Mr. Воўе'е residence. ‘They were of 
the size of those produced; but they were wrapped up in paper. 
He delivered them to Jane Plowman, at the door ot deccased’s resi- 
dence 

Mr. Charles Harrison, М.В С.8, residing я few doors from the 
residence of the deceased іп Lansdowxe place, was called thither at 
five o'clock on Monday morning, and found him dead. He locked 
very placid, ав И Бе bad died from disease of the heart, and from 
which he bad suffered during the last ten years. Mr». Boys raid ho 
bad taken thirty drops of tincture of henbare, or what he supposed 
was tinoture ot henbane, and вре produced the bottle in question, 
marked ~ Polson— Tinoture of Henbene” He tasted the contenta, 
and asid he b«lieved it was not henbane, but aconite. 

Mr Оагрепіег: Would aconite tend to aggravate disease of the 
heart? 

Witness: From my reading I know it is given to alleviate 
diroase of the heart 

Mr. Osypenter: To)! your own experience. 

Witness: My experience of the use cf acorite ie none; but I 
kvow that Dr. Hope and otber grea: medical authorities recommend 
the use of acoritc in heart complaint аз a sedative or narcotio—in 
cases, in fact, where henbane is used Whether thirty drops would 
be a proper dose in ihe present case would ccpend upon the strength 
of the tincture. Feeling satisfied that death had arisen fiom heart 
compleint, I did not think it necessary to make any further in- 
quiry. ‘Che bottle passed from me to Dr. Phillips. 

Cros:-oxsmined by Mr. Merrifield: Deceased had suffered from 
heart disease for fifteen years — Af er hearing tho cvidence tc-day, 
І ага still of opinion thet the cause of death was disease of the 
heart. Henbane alleviates the discase, and is a poison; асоріђе is ^ 
still stronger poison, and it also alleviates the disease. Would give 
an opinion that deceasod, feeling more distressed than ordivarily, 
took the stronger poison. I cannot ваў whether the death (which I 
reilerata was caused by heart disease) was accelerated by taking 
sconiie 

Mr. Herman Bchweilzer, oi 86 Kicg's-road, Brighton, analytical 
cuemist, siated thet th» bottle in question. marked “ Poison, tincture 
сЕ benbane," conta/r.d tincture of асі е. Тре strength was of 
the "London Pharinscopoia.” е tried it on a kitten, which died 
half av hour after taking ren Crops. 

Dr. Phillipe said he had made a p«st-mortcm examination of the 
body of deceased. Hig attention was entirely di:eoted to the o`n- 
dition of the heart, in consequence сі Dr Dill, his medios] а ерла, 
having informed him that decessed had suffered wita disease of the 
heart. The beart adhered in several p!soea to its investing mem- 
brane. There were eviceuces of inflammatory action twenty years 
back, and the heart itself was much enlarged and covered with ‘at. 
Aconite is a narcotic irritant; benbave simply nsrootio. One hun- 
dredth of & grain of the active principle, aconitine, would be a 
cangerous dose. Не had never seen в case о poizozing by aconite.

West York Еде Volunteers It will be remembered that on the 
night of the 19ih instant Sykes received from Hannah Brooke, aged 
eighteen, a roaitive refusal to oontinue any longer a courtebip which 
had lately been going on betwe-u them, end revenged himselt by 
stabbing БАБ the girl and her mother with the bayonet which he 
was weariug on his. return from one of the usual drills of the 
volunteer corps to which he belonged. Не also, with the same 
weapon, inflicted five slight gashes in his own throat, but was pre- 
vented from doing himself greater injury, and has now quite re- 
covered from those wounds 

Mr. Marsden, the solicitor for the West Riding, condncted 
ths prorecution ; Mr. B. Chadwiok, of Dewsbury, appeared for the 
pri-oner. 

Hsupah Hirst, of Вау Carr, a compsnion of the deceased girl,

Joseph Peaee, dyer, New-street, Batley, said be lived next 
доог to the deceased women, and had known both them and 
the prisoner several years. Shortly after eleven pm., on the 
19th he heard old. Barah Brooke cry “Murder” three or 
four times. He ran to her house, and she stood in her 
uight-drees sbont two yarde frcm her door. Bhe said, “Ob, 
cear! he's murdering our Hannah іа the house" Оа going 
into the house he found Usnnah Brooke laid against a bd, 
with blood ronning from her mouth and neck. The prisoner 
stood abont a yard LA front of her with а bayovet in his baud, sud 
s'avbing в! his own ‘hroat. Witness said, t What are you going to 
до ; are you going to murder ail the folks inthe house?” He threw 
pri» ner Cowan, and as he did го prisoner stabbed at him in the sico, 
but it only grazed thə skiu. Не believed if he had not been the 
stronger man the prisener would have wounded him ser!ously.

Robinson’s wounds having been bandsged with the apror of a 
woman who came up whilst he was bleeding, he was led into au 
inuer room. Here his injuries were dressed by Mr. Summers aud 
Mr. Vincent Jackson, surgeons, the prtient bearing the trestmeat 
passively During tbe latter part of the operation Police-covstable 
Bageut was standios by. Prepsratory to the removal of Robinson 
up-stairs Mr. Summers went up to the young men’s bedroom, aod 
found a small pigeon gun reared up at full oock agsinet the table, 
upon whioh there were powder, shot, and caps, and upon ihe bed 
there was a blood-stain leaving the impression of a man's band. 
Inspector Thomas had now arrived, and taking charge of the pre- 
mires, he placed two policemen in charge of the murderer. Tha 
gun Бе found with а heavy charge of some kind. In the b ck 
kitchen he found a white-handled razor with the blade and haft 
clotted with blood, lyirg on the edge of the sink-stone, upon 
which the knife-board had been placed, aud in front of which, 
upon Ше floor, the murdered woman was lying. The blade of the 
razor was shu' ор in the handle, and near to it lay а fork aod a 
pieos of leather, just ne these might be expected to be found іі, 
whilst cleaning the fork, әһә was pulled backward by the bair aud 
her throat cut Tne extent of the wound leads the surgeons to the 
conclusion that that was the way iu wh'ch she was murdered.

ouly was blood fouad upon the bed, but the barrel anl batt о’ tuo 
gun likewise had blood upon them, and a charge of shot had раза а 
iuto the сеШь р and brought down some of tho plaster. Ths gun, 
which bore marks of having been recently discharged, he would 
then esem to have reloaded. 

When Billeto saw him at the bottom of the rte'rs, b fore he woot 
into the kitch:n with the razor and the glass, she called on, 
“What hav» you done with Harriet?’ Robiueon replied, “lve 
shot her." This, however, does not seem t» һауе besu correct. for 
Seagar’s corpse does not. во far as it has baon exsminad, besr marks 
of other injuries thn those ocsasioned bythe rezor. Thero ja 
івавоп to fesr that Robinson often suffered from a description ot 
delirium tremens. Sometimes he drank heavily, and occasion «t 
d'sorder in the family of his executor. On Tuureday week Mr. 
Fisher toid him that he must leave and go into lodgings, and tha% 
as he had lately become accustomed to use harsh language ќомат з 
Miss Seagar, she also had better leave, lost after be had let tho 
peace of ¿oe fa:nily might still be subject to disturbsuces on the o3- 
c.sions of his visite.

RxcENT gooounts from the Ospe of Good Hope state that hostilities 
hac b:oken out between the barghere of the Orange Free State and 
the Baeuto chief, Mostiseh."

bearing marks of hie violence, in the shape of black eyes and 
bruises of other kinds. On Wednesday, the 9th instant, the de- 
ceased went to the county court in the morning, and on her return, 
after an absence of an hour or two, she indulged freely im drink, 
and at five o'clock was intoxicated. At half-past seven she was 
iugensibly druuk, and iu that condition was carried to bed by two 
women, named Kitson and Hall. They laid Бег upon a bed in е 
room over tho bar, aud when they left her to sleep off her іпбохіса- 
tion, not the eligutes; treco of injury appeared upon her person. 
Гое bed was not more than а toot high; and the only other 
article of furniture in the room was chair. When the two 
women саше down stairs they left the house, leaving in it a girl of 
twelve увага, named Kwily Rose (the sister of Kitson), and а man 
в.а woman whom they did not know. Shortly afier ten o'olock 
the prisoner came home aud asked Bose where his wife wes, 
and upon being told thet she was up-staus, he took a candle 
sod went into the bedroom. On his return, in а quarter 
of an hour, into the bar, he spoke to the girl Hose, 
and tuen went out for a shor: time. While he had been up-steirs 
the girl's attention was attracted by her hearing what she described 
as ча slight bump" on the floor over her head, but she thought 
nothiog of the ciroumstanos. At а quarter to eleven Mrs. Kitson 
returned, and the prisoner said to her that his wife had got hart, as 
he believed by fi out of bed, and he added, ‘ That he thought 
she had been anggad.. Mrs. Kitson did not go into the bedroom 
that night. Directly afterwards the prisoner went to the house of 
Mra. Ann Ogiey, and asked her to go and see his wife. Mrs. Ogley 
returned to his house with him, and on golog into the front bed- 
room she ssw Mra. Oopesteke lying partly under the bed ia а pool 
of blood. She bathed her head, aud endeavoured to restore her to 
couediousness; but beyoud the scanty attentions of thie woman 
nothing 8ce:ua to bave beeu done until the following morning, wheu 
Mr. Dibb, surgeon, wee sent or.

CONFESSION OF CONSTANCE KENT. 

Dr. Jons OHAELES BUCKNELL of Hillmorton, near Ragby, who, with 
the permission of the Lord Obancellor, examined Constance Kent 
for the purpose of ascertaining whether there were any grounds for 
tupposing that sbe was labouring under mental disease, has, at the 
reqnest of the criminal herself, communicated the following details 
of ber crime, which she has confessed to kim, and to Mr. Rodway, 
of Trowbridge, Ler solicitor, and which she desires to be е 
public She says that the manner in which she committed the 
crime was as follows :— 

A few days before the murder she obtained possession of а razor 
from a green osso in her father’s wardrobe, and secreted it. This 
was tbe sole instrument which she used. Bhe also recreted a candle 
with matobes, by placing them in the corner of the closet in the 
garden, where the murder was committed. On the night of the 
morder she undrecse? herself and went to bed because she exceoted 
ber sisters would visit her room. Bhe Isy awake watching 
until she thought that the household were al! asleep, and soon 
after midnight she left her bedroom and went down etsirs aud 
cpened the drawing-room door and window-sbutters. She 
then went up into the nursery, withdrew the blanket from 
between the sheet end the counterpane, and placed it on the side of 
the cot She then took the child from his bed and carried him down 
stsirs, through the drawing-room. She badon ber pight-dreas and 
in tte drawing. room she put on her goloshes. Having the child in 
ove arm, she raised the drawing-room window with the other hand, 
went round the bouse and into tbe closet, lighted the candle, and 
placed it on the seat of the closet, the child being wrapped in the 
blanket «nd still sleeping ; and while the obild was in this position 
she inflicted the wound on the throst. She вазе that she thought 
the blood would never come, and thet the child was not killed, ве 
she thrust the razor into its left side and put the body with tte 
blanket round it into the vault. The light burnt out The plece of 
flannel which sha had witu her was torn from an old flanvel gar- 
ment pleced in the waste bag, and which she bad taken some time 
before 4nd sewn it to use in washing herself. She went back into 
her bedroom, examined ber dress, and found only two spots of 
blood on it “hese she washed oct in the basin, and threw the water. 
which was but lit'le discoloured, into the foot-pan in which she hsd 

: Бег ісек She took another of her nigbt-dresse» snd got into 
bea. n the morning her pight-dress had become dry where it had been 
Washed. She folded it up and put it into rhe drawer. Her three 
night-drewses were examined by Mr Foley (the police superin- 
tendent) and she believes also by Mr. Parsons, the medical at- 
jondan: of the family. She thought the blood stains hed been 
effectually washed out ; baton holding the dress up to the light a day 
or. two. afterwards she found the stains were still visible She 
secreted the dress, moving it from place to place; and she even- 
tually burned it in ber own bedreom, and put the ashes or tinder 
into the kitoben grate. Tt was about five or six days after the 
child's death that she burned the night-dress. On the Saturday 
morning, baving cleaned the razor, she took an opportunity of re- 
placing it unobserved in the case in the wardrobe. Ste abstracted 
her night dress from the clothes. basket when the housemaid went 
to fetch a gless of water. (This, it may be remem ered, exac!ly 
confirms the evidence of the housemaid, Mrs. Rogers formerly Oox, 
as given at the examination at Trowbridge) The stsined gar- 
meni found in the boller-hole bad no connexion whatever with the 

eed. 

As regards the motive of her crime, rays Dr. Bucknell, it seems 
that а: һоов she entertained at one time а greet regard for the 
present Mrs. Kent, yet, if еру remark were at any time made whioh 
in her opinion was disparaging to any member of the first family, 
she treseured it up, and determined to avenge it. She had no ill- 
will against the little boy, except as one of the children. Юг Buck- 
ne!l adda that a letter had been addressed by Constance Kent to 
Мг Bo? way, her solicitor, before the trial, on this potat. This was 
tbe ground for the statement made by the prisoner's counsel. to the 
effect that she acknowl-dged that ebe had reoaived the greatest 
kindness from Mr and Mrs. Kent. Dr. Bucknell adds :— 

“ Bhe told me when tbe nursemaid was acoused she had f 
made up her mind to confess if the rnrse had been convicted, an: 
that she had felt herself under the inflaence of the devil before she 
commiited the murder, but that she did not believe, and had not 
believed, that the devil had more to do with her crime than ke had 
with any other wicked action. She had not said her prsyers for а 
year before the murder, and not after warde until she came to reside 
at Brighton. She said that the circumstence which revived reli- 
gious feelings in her mind was thinking about receiving the sacra- 
ment when confirmed.” 

Ав to the prisoner's mental condition Dr. Buckncll adde: “ An 
opinion has been expressed that the peculiarities evinced by Oon- 
stavoe Kent between the ages of twelve and seventeen may be attri- 
buted to the then transition period of her life. Moreover, the fact 
of her cutting off her hair, dressing herself in her brothers clothes, 
and leaving her home with the intention of going abroad, whioh 
occurred when she жаз only thirteen years of age, indicated а peou- 
liarity of disposition and a great determination of character which 
foreboded that, for good or evil, her future life would be remark- 
able This peculiar disposition, which led her to such singular and 
зі lent resolves of action, seemed also to colour and intensify tho 
thoughts and feelings, aud magnify into wrongs that were to be re- 
vonged any little family incidents or occurrences which provoked 
her displeasure. 

* Although it became my dnty to advise her counsel that eho 
evinced no symptor's of insanity at tho time of my examiuati»r, 
and that. sç far аз it was poesible to ascertain the state cf her mind 
at во remote а period, there was no evidence of it at the time of the 
wurder, lam yet of opivion that, owing to the peculiaritics of her 
constitutiov, it is probasle that under prolonged solitary confine- 
ment she would become insane. The validity of this opinion is of 
importance uow that the seutenco of death has been commuted to 
penal servitude for life; for no оре could desire that the punishment
